The swindle, it is said was perpe- 
trated by a German aliout forty yeurs 
of age, who had every uppcuranoe of 
being a wealthy gentleman. He was 
exceedingly smooth and oily in his 
talk and manner and was readily able 
to Boat large quantities of forced 
securities. The securities had every 
appearance of K'im/ good sad the 
names forged to them were those of 
prominent and wealthy men. The 
rates of interest offered by the 
stranger were so enticing as 
to captivate the Old man. These nego- 
tiations have been going on for several 
weeks, but it was not until Wednesday 
morning that it was known that the 
alleged securities were worthless und 
then consternation reigned. So far the
